Some Menths Lagging. 

All the months are not moving wita 
the year, strange to say. January, 
February, March, and June lead in 
the increase with warm shifts of from 
400 to 600 miles.

OF U. S. DINOSAUR 
IN CENTRAL ASIA 


New York, Feb: 4.—[Special.]—Dis- 
covery in the Gobi region of Central 
Asia of the skull of the grandparent 
of American horned Dinosaurs, was 
announced today by the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History. 

The find is of importance, not only 
because the creature was previously 
unknown, but because it apparently 
indicates the original home of the dino- 
saur is in Asia. The view that Asia 
is the starting place of most the 
great families of living things, includ- 
ing man, has been advocated by scien- 
tists of the American Museum of Na- 
tural History, and this is considered 
valid evidence in favor of that theory. 

Before the third Asiatic expedition 
had been sent out, it was predicted 
that such a discovery would be made. 
Some parts of America are enormously 
rich in dinosaur remains, but after 
they are traced back to certain levels, 
the big lizards suddenly disappear. 
This is due, it is believed. to the fact 
that they were developed originally 
in Asia and immigrated to America, 
the two continents having probably 
in ancient times been a jsingle contl- 
nent.

FIGHTING TRICHINZE. 

HEN the German government 
wanted to encourage the raising 
of hogs in their land they got 
® their scientists to issue some 
pronouncements on the danger of tri- 
chine. They then passed rules relative to 
the importations of pork. Our govern- 
ment arnmanged to conform to those rules, 
whereupon a new set of rules was pro- 
mulgated. These placed an embargo on 

American meats, or practically that. 

Now, there was some danger of tri- 
china poisoning, especially to the Ger- 
man people, who are fond of raw sau- 
sages and other virtually raw meats. 
| But, at that, the danger was not great. 
When they were asked to show, by vital 
statistics, what was the death rate from 
trichinosis in Germany about the only 
reply that could be given was that trichi- 
nosis is generally diagnosed rheuma- 
tism, lumbago, or typhoid fever.

None of the guinea pigs developed 
trichinosis. No trichine were found in 
the guinea pig on autopsy. In other 
words, all the larve in the meat were 
dead or so enfeebled that they could not 
survive digestion by the stomach juices. 

Susskind then treated meat containing 
trichine with. sea salt and put it away 
at a temperature of 37 to 39. He found 
that strong salt killed the larve at that 
temperature in seven days. The mild 
salt cure required three weeks to kill the 
larve. °

He showed that while the cost of production of 
steel bars at Pittsburgh was $44.90 a ton and at 
Chicago $40.80, the delivered prioé at Pittsburgh 
was $47 and the délivered price at Chicago $54.60. 
The Chicago price is fixed by adding freight from 
Pittsburgh to Chicago to the Pittsburgh production 


eost, not the Chicago cost, which was $4.10 a ton 


less, This gave a profit of $13.80 a ton on Chicago 
bars, against a profit of $2.10 on Pittsburgh bars. 
Plates, shapes, and back sheets showed similar dif- 
ferences. 

Obviously that is a heavy toll upon midwestern 
consumers and manufacturers. It gives Pittsburgh 
manufacturers of all products using steel a tre- 
mendous advantage over Chicago manufacturers. 
It handicaps development of steel mills and other 
industries in this territory. At first glimpse that 
may be questioned. Why, if so much greater profits 
are made on Chicago steel, are not more mills con- 
structed here? 

Let us try to make a local illustration on a smal! 
scale. Assume that all but half a dozen restaurants 
in the loop and all but two or three in the Wilson 
avenue district were under allied management. 
Assume that the loop restaurants did a gross an- 
nual business of $100,000,000 with net of $6,000,000. 
But these restaurants could not feed all the cus- 
tomers from the north side, and these unfed cus- 
tomers had to eat in the Wilson avenue district 
and pay to the restaurants there not only loop 
prices for the food but the amount of the carfare 
or automobile fare to the Wilson avenue restau- 
rants, even if they walked to those restaurants. 

Under this arrangement the Wilson aventie res 
taurants, say, would do a gross annual business of 
$60,000,000, with a net of $10,000,000. Obviously 
that would be more profitable to the restaurant 
owners than either to have all the business handled 
in the loop at a 5 per cent profit, or to have it 
handled at Wilson avenue regular neighborhood 
prices, without the transportation fare additions. 
With such an arrangement the Wilson avenue 
division could make more money, with less bus!- 
ness, than the loop region, and the total] restaurant 
profit would be greater than if more restaurants 
were built at Wilson avenue and the fare profit 
eliminated. 

The arrangement would prevent more restau- 
rants under the monopoly at Wilson avenue, even 
though the profits on those there appeared to be 
60 great as to encourage expansion. That.is the 
effect of “ Pittsburgh plus” on western steel busi- 
ness.

In case of tenancy at @ monthly rent, where 
there has never been an agreement for a 
longer? term, either party can end the ten- 
ancy or the landlord can increase the rent 
at the end of any month of the tenancy on 
sixty days’ notice. There is no legal obli- 
gation to assign a reason for such action. 
Since the statute merely specifies that the 
** landlord shall have the right to terminate 
the tenancy by sixty days’ notice in writing,” 
the legal effect of an oral notice is not clear. 

Under 1921 statutes, if a tenant of resi- 
dence property in a city, town, or village 
holds over and the landlord sues for pos- 
session, a judge has discretionary power to 
grant to the temant six months’ stay of exe- 
cution upon the tenant's giving bond to pay 
rent at a figure fixed by the judge. If the 
lessor demands notice of the lessee's inten- 
tion as_to applying fom a stay, the lessee 
must notify or no stay will be granted. No 
provision in a lease shall operate to increase 
damages for holdover above the rate of pre- 
vious rent.

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REVISING ACT ON 
| IMMIGRATION UP 
TO HOUSE BODY 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—{Spe 
cial.}—After meeting daily in execu- 
tive session for the last two weeks, 
the house committee on immigration 
expects to take action tomorrow on 
the principal features of a Dill revis- 
ing the present 8 per cent quota act. 

The chief questions remaining to be 
determined relate to the percentage of 
the quota and the census which will 
be taken as a basis. Under the pres- 
ent law immigration is restricted to 3 
per cent of the number of foreign-born 
persons of a nationality resident in the 
United States in 1910. It is considered 
fairly certain that the committee will, 
approve a reduction in the quota from 
3 to 2 per cent, offsetting this cut, 
however, by exempting from _ the 
quotas a considerable number of 
classes now included. 

The chief controversy is over 
whether the 1910 ceneus shall be re- 
tained or whether the immigration of 
certain nationalities, particularly those 
of southern Europe, shall be further 
restricted by going back to the 1890 
census. ° 


The committee has approved the 
genera] features of the bill Provision 
is made for an examination of immi- 
grants before they embark for this 
country and the issuance of immigra- 
tion certificates to them by consuls.
